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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3 are pending. No drawings were filed with the application. Foreign priority is 
not claimed. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The examiner has considered the IDS. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy 
reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a 
patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 
1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 
1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be used to overcome an actual or 
provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 30(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal disclaimer. A terminal 
disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 2, 11, 20 of U.S. Patent No. 10/132,750. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
the claims are directed to the same generic concept. The present claims dominate those of the 
prior application. 

The sole difference between the claims is the presence of variable R2 to the variable X. 
One of ordinary skill in the art would thus be motivated to prepare compounds from under the 
10/132750 genus in order to obtain additional anticoagulant agents. Also, one of ordinary skill 
in the art would be motivated to prepare compounds structurally similar to those of 10/132,750 in 
the expectation of obtaining a useful anticoagulant compound as compounds structurally similar 
in structure are expected to have similar properties. The level of skill in the art is further 
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reflected in In re Lohr 137 USPQ 548 at 549 (CCPA 1963), and in In re Payne 204 USPQ 249 at 
254 (CCPA 1979). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The transitional term 'comprising 5 , which is synonymous with 'including', 'containing', 
or 'characterized by', is inclusive or open-ended and does not exclude additional unrecited 
elements or method steps. Moleculon Research Corp. v. CBS, Inc., 793 F.2d 1261, 229 USPQ 
805 (Fed. Cir. 1986); In re Baxter, 656 F.2d 679, 686, 210 USPQ 795, 803 (CCPA 1981); Ex 
parte Davis, 80 USPQ 448, 450 (Bd. App. 1948) ('comprising' leaves 'the claim open for the 
inclusion of unspecified ingredients even I major amounts'). See MPEP 21 1 .03. 

The composition claim is self conflicting because the claims are drawn to pharmaceutical 
compositions without a dosage limitation. Please note that a pharmaceutical composition by 
definition cannot be either ineffective or toxic. Therefore a pharmaceutical composition without 
any dosage is self conflicting. It is recommended that the term 'therapeutically effective 
amount' be incorporated into the claims.
